Secretary Whiting Says Buying 
Power of People Aids Car Sales

Washington, Sept. 24.—The rec- 
ord-breaking production in the 
automobile industry during Au- 
gust and the first eight months of 
this year has a wide bearing on 
business conditions and general 
economic welfare, Secretary of 
Commerce William Whiting de- 
clared today. 

The new head of the Department 
of Commerce asserted that such 
production is possible only because 
there is a widespread high buying 
power of the people. 

“It means that in the course of 
a year 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 families | 
out of our 27,000,000 families are 
buying cars,” Mr. Whiting said. 

“The automotive industry has a 
greater value of products than any | 
other. | 

“It gives employment to more! 
than 400,009 wage earners and many 
thousands of salaried employees, to 
say nothing of hundreds of thou- 
sands engaged in distributing cars 
and supplies for them, making re- 
pairs, etc.” 

Secretary Whiting pointed out} 
that the automotive industry cre- 
ates a large demand for many other 
products and consequent strength- 
ening of activity in many other in-| 
dustries, adding that the industries 
manufacturing these materials for 
automobiles employ thousands of 
workers. 

“An indication of the great im- 
portance of motor cars in connec- 


tion with other materials,” he 
added, “ 
last year 13 per cent. of all 
manufactured in this country went 
into automotive vehicles, while the 
proportion of glass and aluminum 


is much higher still.”

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American Motor Vehicles 
Dominate Swedish Field;

Stockholm, Sept. 24—To even 
the most casual observer of motor 
vehicle traffic in city, town and 
country in Sweden it is at once 
apparent that the American motor 
vehicle dominates the field. tI is 
generally conceded that 90 to 92 
per cent. of all motor vehicles in 
use in this country are af Ameri- 
ean make. And the sales market, 
the past few years show, is im- 
proving rapidly. 

The number of motor vehicles 
operating in Sweden increased from 
about 8,000 to 145,363 (including 
35,228 motorcycles) during the dec- 
ade ending December 31, 1927, ac- 
cording to a report prepared by the 
Stockholm office of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce of 
the United States Department of 
Commerce. Private passenger cars, 
the report shows, totaled 85,827 at 
the end of 1927; passenger cars used 
for public conveyance, trucks, buses 
and special cars totaled 24,308 units, 
and motorcycles 35,228. During 1927 
there was an increase of 24,501 
motor vehicles in use, including 
about 6,000 light motorcycles, which, 
according to a law passed in 1926, 
had to be registered early in 1927. 
Naturally, many of these were in 
use before 1927. 

The average annual increase in 
the number of motor vehicles in 
operation during the three-year 
period, 1924-27, approximated 18,000. 
At the end of June, 1928, the num- 
ber of cars, trucks and special cars 
registered in this country totaled 
115,581, of which 90,359 were pas- 
senger cars. The report of the

Sales of cars during the first 
quarter of this year were about 10 
per cent. above the level reached in 
the same period of 1927, another re- 
port of this office shows. The same 
rate of increase was maintained in 
the second quarter, with a further 
improvement in the sale of higher 
priced cars also shown in the second 
quarter. A number of serious labor 
conflicts have, however, had an ad- 
verse effect on sales. Dealer stocks 
are reported low. Import statistics 
show that competition from Euro- 
pean manufacturers is on the in- 
crease. The sales outlook for pas- 
senger cars for the rest of the year 
is good. A marked preference for 
closed models will bring the turn- 
over figure up higher, though the 
actual number of units sold will be 
less, probably, than for the last half 
of 1927.

_ Swedish passenger car produc- 
tion, however, is small and ex- 
ports are very limited. The Thulin 
factories at Landskrona placed a 
new four-cylinder, five-passenger 
automobile on tke market about 
a year ago. Little progress has 
been made and only a few of the 
cars have actually been produced 
and sold. “Volvo” is the name of 
the leading Swedish make of pas- 
senger car. About 850 of these 
were built in 1927, but a number 
of these were reported still on 
hand at the beginning of this 
year. 

Sales of the Volvo car for the first ' 
quarter of this year showed a slight 
gain, but this make is apparently 
not gaining very fast in popularity. 
An output of 1,000 units is planned 
for this year. Competition offered 
by other makes, especially the Amer- 
ican in or near the same price class 
is sharpening, partly due to price 
reductions made this spring. In 
dollar value the American cars 
easily have the lead, but competition 
in the sales field here is keen. 

Imports of motorcycles so far this 
year have been about the same as 
last year, with a gain of 195 uyits in 
the first quarter of the year, when 
1,633 units were imported, as com- 
pared with the same period in 1927. 

As car sales increase the sales of 
parts also show gains but competi- 
tion in this field is very keen. Well- 
known lines of parts have the pref- 
erence with buyers. The accessory 
market is fairly active, but the turn- 
over for the second quarter of this 
year was probably not ahead of that 
for the same quarter in 1927. Most 
of the American makes of cars are 
now so well equipped that the de- 
mand for accessories is declining.

eral storekeeper of the Public Ser- 
vice Co-Ordinated Transport, 
Newark, N. J. 

The organization with which Mr. 
Stackpole is connected operates 
1,700 motor buses 
motor vehicles, such as trucks, ser- 
vice cars and so forth. 

One of the difficulties in handling 
such supplies, Mr. Stackpole points 
out, is that types of motor equip- 
ment are still changing so rapidly 
that it makes it unprofitable to 
carry heavy stocks of parts for the 
equipment in service, due to such 
parts becoming obsolete. : 

In caring for the repair needs 
of the ordinary electric street 
railway equipment, he says it is 
possible to determine in advance 
many of the misfortunes with 
which the electric car is likely to 
meet during its operation. A 
fairly accurate forecast of possible 
replacement — requirements is 
therefore ssible. 

With tne bus, however, Mr. Stack- 
pole declares, there are a number 
of things likely to happen to it, and 
breakages are likely to be as fre- 
quent in one part as in aonther, so 
that the task of stocking repair 
parts is considerably more com- 
plicated than that of stocking parts 
for the electric car. 

“In setting up an emergency or- 
der system,” he says, “‘it should be 
as simple as possible and able to 
function quickly. It should be con- 
trolled by an emergency order clerk 
in the main storeroom and one 
who is familiar with parts and will 
know what is meant when he hears 
them called by several different 
names and descriptions or by vari- 
ious signs made with the hands. 
He should also be familiar with just 
where the required materials may 
be procured and to the best ad- 
vantage, and to this end should 
consult and co-operate closely with 
the purchasing department. 

“No emergency materials should 
be secured without a purchase or- 
der number, or without getting a 
delivery ticket from the vendor to 
be turned in to the main store as 
evidence of receipt of material. It 
is not the intention in this paper 
to outline an adequate emergency 
order system in detail, but in order 
to operate one successfully the 


labove precautions must be taken. 


“Due to the greater wear and 
tear and shorter life of automo- 
tive equipment, and also to the 
larger number of moving parts 
(many of them of a comparatively 
delicate nature) it has been found 
that a larger number of items 
turn over more rapidly than or- 
dinary railway materials. On 
the other hand, in large cities it 
is possible to replenish bus sup- 
plies from local service stations 
and dealers quicker than on the 
other class of material. 

In the automotive industry there 
is a continual change going on in 
the types and models of equipment, 
and this results in greater difficuity 
in maintaing an adequate stock of

{materials. It will most always be 
|found that every lot of vehicles ac- 
{quired are considerably different in 
many details of engine, chassis or 
| body from the previous ones, result- 
| if" in a considerable list of new and 
jadidtional supplies and parts to be 
added to your stock. Then, too, 
|many changes and improvements 
are often made in existing equip- 
ment. All of these changes and ad- 
ditions require that the storekeeper 
jwatch his stock more closely than 
jever before to see that he does not 
|get loaded up with materials which 
| will no longer be required, and also 
|that he has provided a proper sup- 
ply of the new items. In the last 
few years buses have changed from 
four to six-cylinder, and now it is 
noticed that eight-cylinder ones are 
| advertised. Then we have a change 
jon a large percentage of the equip- 
ment from gas-mechanical to gas- 
electric drive, which exerts a very 
considerable influence in the kind 
of materials to be stocked.” 

The care of supplies for the mo- 
ter bus also requires considerable 
more attention, according to Mr. 
Stackpole. Crank shafts, cam 
shafts and so forth must be stored 
in such way that the weight of 
the shaft is carried equally on all 
bearings and if not, the shaft is 
likely to spring out of true, caus- 
ing it to whip seriously when in- 
stalled in the engine. 

Small parts of the electrical equip- 
ment must be kept thoroughly dry 
to prevent rust or corrosion. Glass 
jars have been found particularly 
advantageous for this, as they will 
keep the parts dry and at the same 
time they may be easily recognized 
when wanted. 

Special care must also be given 
to piston rings, pistons, spark plugs, 
wrist pins and other engine ana 
chassis parts to prevent rust or dis- 
tortion. All these items, Mr. Stack- 





pole suggests, should be kept sepa- 
rately and according to their par- 
ticular type, style and size, so that 
they are readily accessible when 
needed. 

In any case, Mr. Stackpole rec- 
ommends that where both buses and 
electric street railway cars are be- 
ing operated by the same company 
}a distinct separation of the supply 
| Stores for each type of transporta- 
| tion unit should be maintained. This

Cleveland, Sept. 24.—Accidents 
and their possible prevention were 
taken up in the report of the com- 
mittee on traffic and safety of 
the Transportation and Traffic 
Association, submitted at the for- 
ty-seventh annual mecting of the 
American Electric Railway Asso- 
ciation here today. 

One of the interesting features of 

the study given to this subject by 
the committee was the section de- 
voted to “Men and Their Accident 
Tendencies.” In this section the 
committee pointed out that certain 
men are prone to accidents, while 
others through exercising greater 
caution in operation have scarcely 
any accidents at all. A suggested 
means of helping this condition was 
to classifly the men according to 
their tendencies, and those who are 
prone to accident should be given 
special training under expert in- 
|structors who accompany them on 
| their trips and point out the weak- 
; nesses in their operation. 
| Another plan suggested is to of- 
| fer bonuses to the men for reducing 
; the number of accidents on their 
| particular runs. 
The committee further recom- 
|}mends the uniform classification of 
; accidents so that their causes may 
| be more readily arrived at and rem- 
| edied. 

They further urge more uniform 
street traffic signs, signal and mark- 
ings and factors of greater safety 
in operation.

EW YORK, Sept. 24.— 
Automotive stocks in 

the past week continued 
their sweep forward, and on 
the New York Stock Ex- 
change and Curb Market 
they distinguished themselves 


for their buoyancy. 

While the general security market 
was virtually standing still, the auto- 
motives were surging forward into 
new high ground for the year. The 
average price for fifty industrials, 
including in the number several 
automotive stocks, dropped off one- 
quarter of a point in the week, while 
the price for the sixty automotives 
used in the Automotive Daily News 
averages went ahead a point and a 
half. 





The Groups 


While the passenger car group ac- 
counted for the greatest share of 
the week's advance, the accessory, 
truck and rubber groups were not 
far behind with impressive gains. 

Of the four groups of automotive 
stocks, three now stand in average 
price above their high marks for 
the year. The fourth, the rubber 
group, has yet to regain several 
points before it can attain its level 
of the beginning of the year. This 
group has been the only one not 
to show an improvement over the 
opening weeks of 1928. The other 
Stocks made their high marks in the 
big spring bull market, while the 
rubbers were on their way down. 

The passenger car, truck and ac- 
cessory stocks hit their high aver- 
ages for the year in the week ena- 
ed June 2. There was a serious 
collapse in June, but the losses have 
been regained, as far as averages go.

EW YORK, Sept. 24.—Profits of the United States 
Rubber Company are running at the rate of approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 monthly, and are expected to maintain

1927, with fair prospects of ex- 
ceeding $200,000,000 for the full year 
1928, against $193,442,945 in. 1927, 
$215,528,309 in 1926, and $206,473,737 
in 1925. 

Barring unforeseen developments 
net income for the second half 
of 1928 should exceed $6,000,000, 
against net loss of slightly more 
than $14,000,000 in the first six 
months of this year, including write- 
down of finished goods as well as 
of raw materials. This would mean 
total loss four the year of approxi- 
mately $8,000,000, and would com- 
pare with an indicated loss in 1927 
of $2,659,198, after applying reserve 
of $8,535,380 to the mark-down of 
inventories, but before application 
of $8,000,000 from the plantations’ 
company surplus and $910,679 from 
company’s own surplus for the same 
purpose. 

With the thorough write-down 
of inventories on June 30 last, it 
would seem that the United States 
Rubber Company had definitely 
turned the corner. If the crude 
rubber market remains stable 
throughout next year, there is no 
reason why the company should 
not enjoy a prosperous period in 
1929. The outlook for good earn- 
ings next year is strengthened by 
the possibility of a sharp increase 
in profits from the plantations’ 
company, should the price of crude 
rubber move upward appreciably. 

With production of rubber esti- 
mated at close to 30,000,000 pounds 
in 1929, every cent appreciation in 
the price of the raw commodity 
means an increase of $300,000 in 
earnings of United States Rubber 
Plantations, Inc. 

So far as is known, the Du Pont 
family’s holdings of United States 


Rubber common stock remain prac- | 
tically intact at the present time. | 


These holdings amount to approxi- 
mately 250,000 shares, in addition 
to a few thousand shares of pre- 
ferred stock held by members of the 
family for several years. 


The Du Pont interest in United | 


States Rubber is solely a personal 
one with which the Du Pont com- 
pany is in no way concerned. Sev- 
eral members of the Wilmington 
family and their friends became in- 
terested in the possibilities of United 
States Rubber and decided to make 
a semi-speculative investment in the 
common stock. The Du Ponts were 
attracted to the stock for two chief 
reasons. The first was the potential- 
ities of the company’s plantations 
in the Far East, and the second was 
the high book value of the common 
stock—around $160 a share at the 
end of 1927. 

At the time of the Du Ponts’ de- 
cision to invest in the stock, two 
investigators were sent to New 
by the company. These investi- 
York by them to go through 
United States Rubber’s books, 
which were thrown open to them 
gators reported favorably on the 
asset value behind the common 
stock and confirmed the opinion 
of the Du Ponts in regard to the 
possibilities of the investment. 

The Du Ponts’ total investment in 
United States Rubber is estimated 


at between $10,000,000 and $15,- | 


000,000. At current market price of 
40 for the common stock, the paper 
loss involved in the transaction is 
estimated at between $3,000,000 and 
$4,000,000. 

As long ago as the fall of 1927, 
the management of United States 
Rubbér invited the Du Ponts to be- 
come represented on the board of 
directors. The invitation was re- 
peated just prior to the annual 
meeting in March, this year, but 
was not accepted; nor has any in- 
timation been given the company 
by the Du Ponts of their future in- 
tentions in regard to activity in 
United States Rubber’s affairs. The 
Du Ponts have offered no construc- 
tive suggestions in regard to the 
management of the company, al- 
though the company has made it 
clear that it would welcome such 
suggestions. 

Apparently, the Wilmington in- 
terests have decided to remain in- 
active until they have an oppor- 
tunity to see what the company is 
capable of showing under normal 
operating conditions such as now 
exist.
